Roman Barial Places | 


Uncovered in England 
With the aid of a deep steam | 
plow, several old Roman burial 


, places have been excavated in Hert~| sneaking and 
{ fordshire, England. The objects 


turned up show the strange burial 
customs of these ancient Romans. 
They always buried their dead with 
all the implements and articles nec- 
| essary to their existence, as if they 
| would need food and light and drink 
in the other world. 

These old Roman graves—dated 
the First or Second centuries A. D. 
—contain small red pottery plates, 
jugs, small black Belgie vases, sock- 
eted iron lamp-holders, beaker, cup 
ang dish (finely glazed), knife 


‘ blade, a four-sided glass decanter. 
| One of the beakers is decorated with 
| hounds chasing a hare. 


In one of the graves is found the 
skeleton of a young girl with a snake 
bracelet, a small red vessel called a 
tazza and a coin of Domitian A. D. 


81-96. Probably the coin was to pay

There were also found a circular 
mirror of white bronze, a small iron 
sickle, an iron arrowhead, and teeth 
of goats, horses, oxen and pigs.

JEWS OF RUSSIA IN 


PiTIABLE CONDITION] 


Ruined and Starving, Re- 
ports Investigator. 


New York.—The wracking experi- 
ence of a three-months’ “nightmare” 
journey through a gray, huddled Twen- 
tleth-century inferno of misery, want 
and helplessness was recounted by 
Miss Irma, May of New York city, who 
returned on the steamship Paris di- 
rect from a tour of the “hunger re- 
gion” of Poland, Galicia and Bessara- 
bia, where hundreds of thousands of 
Jewish families, after a ten-years’ 
struggle against the impoverishment 
of the war, are now crushed in a final 
tragedy of industrial ruin, destitution 
and starvation as a result of the latest 
economic collapse in eastern Europe. 

Miss May, who was abroad on.a Visit 
when thee first reports of the new 
Jewish disaster in Europe reached this 
country, was commissioned by cable 
by David A. Brown, national chairman 
of the United Jewish campaign for a 
$15,000,000 overseas chest to complete 
the reconstruction tasks undertaken by 
tae American Jetvish joint distribution 
committee in Russia and the eastern 
Raropean countries, to obtain first- 
hand information of actual conditions 
and the extent of the breakdown of 
trade and industry affecting the Jews 
of these countries, 


Inquiry Begun In January. 


She started on her mission early in 
January and in the last three months 
has journeyed from city to city, from 
village to village in all the large Jew- 
ish sections of Poland, Galicia and Bes- 
sarabia. : 

Her reports by radio and letter to 
Mr. Brown, based on authenticated 
statistical information, make up a 
day-by-day chronicle of human ruin 
and despair, crowded with intimate 
detail of the suffering of workers 
broken by months and years of unem- 
of merchants stripped of 
their last resources, of proud and 
poor alike leveled to bread-lines and 
soup-kitchens, of women and children 
starving and freezing and waiting in 
piteous resignation for death. 

More than a million Jews of Poland 
—one-third the entire Jewish popula- 
tion of the country—uare ut present ab- 
solutely without any means of sup- 
port, and their only hope of being 
saved from extinction, Miss May de 
clares, rests on the early arrival of 
relief funds from America. 

The Jewish cities of Bessarabia, 
Miss May found, present a repetition 
of the Polish picture of impoverish- 
ment, stagnation and belpless misery. 
Due to a two years’ crop failure, the 
historic Jewish agricultural commu- 


| nities of this region are shattered by 


want, famine and disease. 

Child mortality in Bessarabla has 
reached 100 per cent as a result of

“hunger committees”—is a few ounces 
of corn meal and a fraction of a pound 
of potatoes a day. 


Frenzied Struggle for Bread, 


Miss May’s tinal experiences in Po- 
land represent a peuk of the appall- 


.ing panoramu of physical and moral 


breakdown in which a piteous, frenzied 
struggle for bread, hopeless submission 
to squalor and disease, and a panic 
of self-destruction as an escape from 
unbearable suffering and degradation 
bespeak the utter collapse of the un- 
cient communal structure of Jewish 
life in Poland, and threaten the ex- 


tinction of millions of lives of men,: 


women and children, 

In Brest-Litovsk Miss May found the 
poorest of the poor, mostly war wid- 
ows, still living in the ruins of the 
synagogues in which they took shel- 
ter when they returned as sefugees 
and exiles of siege und evacuation 
after the razing of the city in the last 
withdrawal of the Russian armies from 
the fortress. 

Utterly depleted by the destruction 
of the military occupations and. coun- 
ter-occupations, scarcity of werk and 
food and the struggle against broken- 
down, rudimentary living conditions, 
the local community is incapable of te- 
lieving the plight of these peop!e. 
War orphans and children born in 
the years of famine and internal tur- 
moll are growing up as waifs, with 
weakened constitutions and no out- 
look for a norma! adjustment to or- 
derly productive life.

COAST CITIES OF 
WEST FADE AWAY 


Once Prosperous Towns Dying 
of Dry Rot. 


Denver.—The “Cousin Jacks,” the 
prospectors after gold are passing. 
Hardly a week now goes by but word 
comes down that another has been 
found dead In a rotting cabin in the 
“ghost cities” that dot the high coun- 
try of Colorado and the mining west. 

The towns, many of them, ure dy- 
ing, too. Once well-worn streets are 
grass grown, and pack rats haunt the 
buildings. 

Central City is perhaps the most 
striking example of the change. Thir- 
ty years. ago it boasted a population 
of 12,000. Today there are approxi- 
mately 500 persons there. 

President Grant and his daughter 
visited Central City and the residents 
paved the sidewalk from the street 
to the old Teller house with gold. 

Black Hawk, near Central City, is 
in the same plight. Some old tunnels 
have been opened, a few people work 
them, but vacant houses stand row on 
row. 

Many of the towns are virtually 
without inhabitants except for one or 
two old prospectors who still dream 
that the boom days will return. Ne- 
vadaville has two men left; American 
City about the same number. A per- 
son can wander through Owl, Tincup, 
Mound City and Aultman for days at 
a time without seeing a face. 

Nevadaville had the first Masonic 
lodge charter in Colorado and the third 
in Kansas territory, which then em- 
braced this state. The lodge still ex- 
ists and men travel by burro, in au- 
tomobiles or afoot long distances to 
attend regular meetings. 

Gunnison, Colo., on the western 
slope, started as a mining town. It 
has become the center of a rich ranch 
and Hive stock region. Ouray, the 
most famous gold camp in the San 
Juan district in southwestern Colo- 
rado, is still existent, but only as a 
country town. Tom Walsh discovered 
the Camp Bird mine outside Ouray and 
sold it to British interests for mil- 
lions of dollars.

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BURNING LAKE AIDS 
FIELD OF BOTANY 


Interesting Specimens Se. 
cured by Explorer. 


Washington.—A lake which burns 
every year provided one of the 
strange collecting grounds in Costa 
Rica from which Dr. Paul C. Stand- 


ley, botanist of the National Her- 
barium, under the direction of the 
Smithsonian institution, has just 


brought back. a collection of 11,738 
plants. 


The paradoxical burning lake is | 


Arenal in Guanacaste province, in the 
northwest corner of Costa Rica. 
though sixteen miles by four miles in 
area, and thifty feet deep in spots, 
Lake Arenal {s so thickly grown over 
with a tall grass that it seems to be 
a level prairie. The grass dries be- 
low the tips every year, whereupon 
the Costa Ricans set fire to it, there- 
by furnishing what ts probably the 
world’s sole example of a_ burning 
lake. 

The rich collection brought back 
by Doctor Standley as the result of 
four months’ intensive work includes 
many new species and one new 
genus. This last is a tree closely re- 
lated to the walnut and the hickory. 
Although the natives do not eat the 
nuts, they do use the wood. Since it 
is a fairly common tree in Costa Rica, 
the fact that it has not been described 
before is surprising. 

Two New Potato Trees. 

Doctor Standley also found two new 
kinds of the potato tree—Palo de 
Papa. This is an: important timber 
tree, but it also produces a fruit, the

kernel of which is very good to eat, ! 


tasting like coconut. The natives 


roast it like chestnuts and also grind | 


it to make a meal. Doctor Standley 


has already described two kinds of | 


this same genus from Mexico. There 


the kernel is used to furnish a black | 


dye, and the Mexican name for the 
tree is Calatola, an Aztec word mean- 
ing “crow water,” referring no doubt 
to its use as a dye. ‘ 

Two thousand orchid specimens 
were included in Doctor Standley’s 
haul. He collected these for Mr. 
Oakes Ames of Boston, orchid special- 
ist, who financed the expedition, (os- 
ta Rica produces more varieties of or- 
chids than any other section of this 
hemisphere, 1,000 different kinds hav- 
ing been described from that country. 

Reaches Virgin Field. 

Doctor Standley made collections 
from two regions which have never be- 
fore been explored by botanists. The 
first of these was Dota, in southern 
Costa Rica, a mountainous region 
which includes a tableland at an ele- 
vation of 10,000. feet, the only one of 
its kind in Central America. It is a 
cold and wind-swept area character- 
ized by grassland and low bushes. An- 
imal life—birds, beasts: and insects— 
is practically nonexistent there. The 
other unexplored region was Guana- 
caste province, a land'of low eleva- 
tion, extensively grazed by cattle. 

Doctor Standley's expedition formed 
a part, of the plan of the Smithsonian 
institution to prepare a descriptive ac- 
count of the plants of all of Central 
America, which will be of great im- 
portance to commerce as well as to 
science. Before the work can get 
properly under way extensive collec- 
tions must be made in Honduras and 
Nicaragua, two regions which 
scarcely .been touched by botanists, 
Funds are needed for these explora- 
tions. 

As @ result of the two expeditions 


already made to Costa Rica, Doctor | 


Standley is preparing a memoir ou 
the plonts of that country alone, which 
wit! be oumtished by the Costa Rican 
government.

New Fluid Keveals 
Veins Under X-Ray 


Kansas City, Mo.—By a proc- 
ess of iodizing oil, Dr. J. E. For- 
ester of Aix-les-Bains, France, 
says that he has perfected a 
fluid that can be injected into 
the veins of the body which 
renders them immune to the 
X-ray and thus makes it possi- 
ble to examine them in detall. 

Hitherto bismuth has been 
extensively used for the pur- 
pose. A solution of bismuth 
could be placed in the stomach 
or other organ to be examined 
and the bismuth solution would 
he opaque in the photograph or 
on the inside of that organ, and 
was, therefore, only partially of 
value in examination. 

The fluid which Doctor For- 
ester has perfected can be in- 
jected in eertain tissues and 
those tissues rendered opaque 
to the X-rays. Thus ft would 
be possible to inject into the 
bronchial tube certain doses of 
the material and the bronchial 
tubes themselves, and not the 
hollows therein, would be re- 
vealed.

GREENS ARE GOOD EATING 

The best of spring tonics are found 
{n Mother Nature’s own garden in the 
form of greens which are 
often weeds, but are 
much more wholesome 
than any tonic taken 
from a bottle. 

This craving for green 
foods is gratified by 
serving the crisp, raw 
leaves, which are rich 
in iron, sulphur, lime 
and phosphorus, and at the same 
time because of their fibrous mixture 
afford a most. effectual internal 
cleanser. If eaten with the snappy 
French dressing, this, too is a stimu- 
lant, exciting the digestive organs, 
particularly the pancreas. The oil is 
a lubricant, so, with the acid and 
greens, it is easy to see how neces- 
sary green food is in the diet. ° 

When planting a garden the weed- 
ing out for thinning should always 
be planned as a salad. Such small 
plants as turnips, cabbage, onions, 
beets, when very young, are delicious 
served raw, or later cooked in the 
form of cooked greens. 

Wild mustard, sorrel, dock, cress 
and milkweed shoots are unculti- 
vated greens which are rich in vita- 
mines. The young shoots of milkweed 
when cooked taste much like aspara- 
gus. ' 

Dandelion. Hot Slaw.—Take about 
three quarts of carefuily picked and 
washed dandelion leaves. Fry out 
diced bacon in a hot skillet, then lay 
in the well-drained leaves, cover and 
simmer until the leaves are well wilt- 
ed. Mix salt, pepper, a tablespoonful 
of _sugar, two tablespoonfuls of 
cream, adding enough vinegar to add 
zest to the dressing, add two beaten 
eggs and stir until well blended—not 
directly over the heat; pour over the 
greens and serve hot. 

Blanched dandelion leaves found 
under boards or in sheltered spots 
are delicious cut up and served with 
shredded green onion and a French 
dressing. 

Black walnuts, a half cupful coarse- 
ly chopped, sprinkled over a custard 
pie makes a most delicious, rich ple, 
if one likes the black walnut flavor. 

Baked Eggs With Cheese.—Break 
four eggs into a buttered baking dish 
and cook in a hot oven until they begin 
to turn white around the edges. Cover 
the eggs with a white sauce, and over 
this a cupful of cheese and over the 
cheese a ‘cupful of buttered ¢rumbs. 
Bake until the crumbs are brown. 

Sweets From Honey. 

Those who “keep a hee” these days 
will find it most profitable. There 
are so many de- 
liclous dishes 
which may be 
prepared from 
honey. For the 
children there is 
no sweet more 
wholesome, A 
hive of bees ifn 
every back yard 
will furnish honey for a year. They 
; tell us that the average hive yields 
60 pounds of honey. 

Honey Candy.—To one quart of 
strained honey take six tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, two tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar and boil until it hardens in 
water. Flavor with a teaspoonful 
each of almond and lemon extract, 
add one-half teaspoonful of soda and 
pour into buttered pans to cool. Mark 


off into squares before it gets too 
hard. 
Honey Fruit Cake—Warm one- 


half cupful of brown sugar and one 
eupful of honey until it hardens in 
cold water. Remove from the heat, 
add one-half teaspoonful of soda, and 
| all the puffed rice, wheat or popcorn 
that can be stirred into it. 

Honey Blanc Mange.—Moisten six 
tabléspoonfuls of cornstarch with one- 
fourth of a cupful of milk, add two 
cupfuls of boiling milk, and cook 
eight minutes; then add a pinch of 
salt and one cupful of honey. Mold 
in cups and serve with honey and 
cream, adding sprinkled nuts over 
each mold if desired. 

Cauliflower Soup.—With a cupful or 
less or more of cooked cauliflower, a 
most tasty creamed soup may be pre- 
pared. Put the vegetable through a 
sieve and add to hot milk, season well 
| and bind with two tablespoonfuls of 
| butter and one of flour cooked well in 
the soup. 

Asparagus Rabbit.—Cook diced as-
